SUBJECT : Comments on Proposed "Technical Fields" 

and Definitions for "Type of Work" in 
Project Officers Handbook 


1 • This is in response to your 17 May 1967 requests for 
comments on proposed "Technical Fields" and definitions for "Type 
of Work" in the Project Officers Handbook. 


2. The proposed list for key no. 27 is a mixture of techniques, 
end products, and academic disciplines. This mixture, plus the 
varying level of specificity, makes it difficult to make recommenda- 
tions on changes. Rather than suggest specific changes, I have listed 
below activities of this Office which might be the subject of R&D con- 
tracting and therefore must be accommodated somehow in the 
categorization scheme.
